G.S.R. 689 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 33 and Section 34 of 
the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), and in supersession of all previous notifications and orders on the subject, 
the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from the day following the expiration of sixty days from 
the date o'" publication o^'this notification in the official Gazette, port due shall be levied on vessels entering the Port 
of Bombay and described in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed at the rates specified in column 2 thereof 
at the time fixed in column 3 of the said schedule.

Cl) “Coasting Vessel” means a vessel engaged in the carriage by sea of passengers or goods from any Port 
or Place in India to any other Port or place in India. 

(2) “Foreign-Going Vessel” means a vessel employed in trading between any Port or place in India and any 
other Port or place or between Ports or places outside India. 

(3) “Pleasure Yatch” means a ship howsoever propelled which is exclusively used for pleasure cruises and 
does not carry any passengers on a commercial basis. 

(4) “Telegraph Vessel” means a vessel equipped with machinery and gears for lifting, examining and laying 
submarine cables for overseas communications. 
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
